‘COMMITTEE DECIDES TO TAKE RISKS, 

The active work of relief has now been 
going on for a month. Work would have 
begun on a small scale somewhat earlier, 
‘for there was already much. real. distress 
in December and January. But. the Com- 
mittee realized that it would be difficult 
to obtain sufficient money to, meet’ the 
acute needs of March, April and May, and 
- the country was until recently in such a 
disturbed condition that relief was out of 
he question. As it is, relief work has | 7 
been begun before quiet was restored, and 
before it was possible to obtain adequate 
police protection. The Committee decid- 
ed that in view of the great distregs it must 
take. some, risks. In one instance grain 
boats of the committee, which were being 
‘escorted by a foreigner, were fired upon 
and one of the-boatmen was killed. Only- 
last week it scemed:as if one of the relief 
stations in North Anhwei would surely be 
attacked by robbers, who-were sacking 
., and burning villages only o few miles 
away. The station was at the time with- 
'. out any guard of soldiers, all efforts of the 
Committee to obtain satisfactory military 
protection having failed. A small band of 
| goldicrs did, however, arrive just. in time 
> to save the place, and the robbers decided 

not to attack the station. -. : 
RELIEF IN. RETURN FOR WORK. :
